Murphy, Who Held Up a Woman 


on Streets of DuBois In 
April 


Pleads Guilty—The Brink-Hoover 
Case From Troutvlllo Aired 
In 


Court. 
A batch of seven prisoners, some 


convicted of crimes and others of 
whom plead guilty, were disposed of 
"by Judge Bell in court this morning. 


August Pierre, charged with receiv- 


ing stolen goods, taken from a Cur- 
wensville store, was sentenced to pay 
m fine of $1 and the costs and serve 
a term of imprisonment in the West- 
ern penitentiary for a period of not 
more than two and one-half years and 
not less than two years. Pierre took 
his sentence calmly. , 
Jack Daley, an alleged accomplice of 
Pierrie, was dismissed from cus- 
tody, proof of his guilt not having 
neon established. 


Harry Holes, wife desertion, was 


-the subject of an order relative 
to 


further payment to his wife and chil- 
•dren. 


A. J. Murphy, who was accused of 


""--highway robbery at DuBois, in April, 


plead guilty to robrmg Mrs. Stage, 
an aged lady of DuBois, some money 
and a quality of jewelry being taken. 
The robbery occurred on the street in 
DuBois in the dusk of the evening. 
Murphy on the stand told his side of 
the story, confessing that he had per- 
petrated the robbery. He said that he 
had been in business in Curwensville 
for about five years, going from there 
to DuBois. Since he became infatuat- 
ed with a DuBois woman he has ne- 
glected to aid his family. 


Murphy stated that a woman had 


put him up to rob Mrs. Stage and 
told him how to get the jewelry from 
her. He said that after the robbery 
he went down the street, took the 
contents out of the handbag and put 
them into his pocket. He then went 
to the scene of the robbery and 
mingled with the crowd. 


Murphy had made a confession of 


his guilt while in jail. He sold 
some of the jewelery, pawned some, 
and threw others into the river at 
Pittsburgh. 


In his questions, J. A. Gleason, rep- 


resenting the commonwealth, sought 
to prove that two women of DuBois 
•were Murphy's accomplices in the 
crime. 


Judge Bell stated that there was 


nothing 
in the case calling for 


leniency. In view of his family the 
court sentenced Murphy to pay $1 
and costs and undergo imprisonment 
in the Western penitentiary for a 
period of not more than three years 
and not less than two years and six 
months. 


Mike Alexandrovitch, charged with 


Stealing pigeons from a DuBois priest. 
The boy is said to have stolen a score 
or more pigeons. The prisoner said 
his boarding house boss took two of 
the birds and agreed to say nothing 
about the matter. 
The boarding 


boss is under bail on the charge of 
receiving stolen goods. 
The boy 


plead guilty. 


Mike was remanded to jail, more as 


a witness to be used in the prosecu- 
tion of his boarding house boss than 
as a convict. 
The boy is not very 


bright. 


The case against William Hoover, 


charged with enticing Lizzie Brink 
from her home near Troutville to a 
shanty on the mountains near Curry 
Hun closed at noon with the state- 
ment of the court that the case is so 
complicated that more time would 
be given to the commonwealth in 
•which to secure evidence against the 
-prisoner. 


The Brink-Hoover case is one of the 


hardest nuts the county court has had 
to pick for years. The father, Abra- 
aam Brink is accused by his daughter 
Iduie, a girl under 16 years of age, 
with an attempt to assault her. The 
daughter is charged with incorrigi- 
bility and William Hoover is charg- 
«d with abducting Lizie away from 
tar home for immoral purposes. 


Judge Bell remanded Lizzie to jail 


and directed that William Hoover be 
given his freedom, provided he enters 
into a recognizance with good secur- 
ity for his appearance at theSeptem- 
her term.

"I have not the slightest doubt that 


Colonel Roosevelt will come into the 
state this fall to carry out his pro- 
gram and take an aggressive part in 
the campaign," said Mr. Pinchot on 
his return to Philadelphia from a visit 
to New Haven. "Whether he makes a 
speech for an/hour and a half out- 
doors or not is not of great import- 
ance. The essential thing is that the 
colonel is coming here. 
'The repeated statements in the re- 
actionary press to the effect that he 
will not come to Pennsylvania are ex- 
pressions of the hopes of those papers 
and not of the facts in the case. The 
wish of such papers is father to their 
statements. 


No Truth in Story. 


"The 
same is true of the stories 


that the colonel will let up on Penrose. 
The senator's followers, if they are 
under any such delusion as this, will 
have occasion to change their minds 
when the colonel gets here. None but 
a remarkably simple-minded person 
could be led to believe either that the 
colonel desires the friendship of the 
Penrose machine or that he can get it 
under any circumstances.

MUST HAVE PROOF. 


Here rumor never convicted a man 


of crime. Fortunately for the people 
of this and other states, the courts 
must have proof of a man's guilt be- 
fore he can be sentenced for an al- 
leged offense against the law. It is 
not sufficient, in, the eyes of the law, 
that "they say" that Jones is selling 
liquor illegally, that Brown beats his 
wife or that Smith is a-thief. These 
allegations mast be backed by suffi- 
cient evidence to prove guilt before 
the law can punish any of these men. 


The records of the Clearfield coun- 


ty courts contain many instances in 
which persons have been haled into 
court on charges of violating the law 
but when the cases got before the 
grand Jury proof of guilt was lack- 
ing, and the defendants, after being 
subjected vo annoyance and expense 
have been released.

ITALIANS ON PENNSY 


11,000 Employed in Various Positions 


en Eastern Lines. 


There are 11,000 Italians employed 


on the Pennsylvania railroad. Twenty 
years ago there were but very few 
There are in all about 140,000 em- 
ployes on the Pennsylvania railroac 
east of Pittsburgh and Erie. Italians 
form more than one-fourteenth of the 
total number. 


Italy is represented in practically 


every department of the railroad, ant 
each day these men are making their 
impression. Twenty years ago all of 
the Italians employed by the company 
were laborers. Today many of them 
hold positions of trust and responsi- 
bility, due possibly to a great extent 
to their learning the English language 
There are at the present time on the 
lines east of Pittsburgh seventy-five 
Italian track foremen—a position of 
much importance in this day of heavy 
trains and many of them; there are 
187 Italian assistant foremen, while 
many others are making rapid ad- 
vancement in the machine shops as 
gang leaders and machinists. Promo- 
tion is always open to the man who 
works hard and improves himself.

them. George Lansbury, M. P., ac- 
companied the women, but Sylvia 
Pankhurst, whose demand on the steps 
of the house of common* Thursday 
forced the concession, did not attend 
the conference. 
' 


Aaquith listened carefully and pa- 


tiently while tbe women argued that 
woman suffrage would solve England's 
present distressing economic condition. 
At the end of their statements, he aald 
that be did not agree with their views 
and eould -not change-the determina- 
tion of the government not to intro- 
duce the suffrage bill "at this time." 


Deputation 'I* Welcomed. 


The premier welcomed the members 


of the deputation as representatives of 
"an association which dissociated it- 
self ; from, the criminal methods of 
those who have done so much damage 
and put back the cause of woman." 


Mr. Asquith argued that if every wo- 


man'overt twenty-one years of age non- 
sensed the vote they would still find 
legislative problems regarding women 
exceedingly difficult of solution in tbe 
same way as the men had found them. 
He agreed with the deputation that if 
the franchise were given to women it 
should be granted on the same terms 
as it was given to men. 


Tbe premier explained that while It 


had become necessary to suppress the 
organized violence of tbe militant suf- 
fragettes, tbe government had no de- 
sire to Interfere with free speech or 
the proper organization of opinion.

A batch of seven prisoners, some 


convicted of crimes and others of 
whom plead guilty, were disposed of 
"by Judge Bell in court this morning. 


August Pierre, charged with receiv- 


ing stolen goods, taken from a Cur- 
wensville store, was sentenced to pay 
m fine of $1 and the costs and serve 
a term of imprisonment in the West- 
ern penitentiary for a period of not 
more than two and one-half years and 
not less than two years. Pierre took 
his sentence calmly. , 


Jack Daley, an alleged accomplice of 
Pierrie, was dismissed from cus- 
tody, proof of his guilt not having 
neon established. 


Harry Holes, wife desertion, was 


-the subject of an order relative 
to 


further payment to his wife and chil- 
•dren. 


A. J. Murphy, who was accused of 


""--highway robbery at DuBois, in April, 


plead guilty to robrmg Mrs. Stage, 
an aged lady of DuBois, some money 
and a quality of jewelry being taken. 
The robbery occurred on the street in 
DuBois in the dusk of the evening. 
Murphy on the stand told his side of 
the story, confessing that he had per- 
petrated the robbery. He said that he 
had been in business in Curwensville 
for about five years, going from there 
to DuBois. Since he became infatuat- 
ed with a DuBois woman he has ne- 
glected to aid his family. 


Murphy stated that a woman had 


put him up to rob Mrs. Stage and 
told him how to get the jewelry from 
her. He said that after the robbery 
he went down the street, took the 
contents out of the handbag and put 
them into his pocket. He then went 
to the scene of the robbery and 
mingled with the crowd. 


Murphy had made a confession of 


his guilt while in jail. He sold 
some of the jewelery, pawned some, 
and threw others into the river at 
Pittsburgh. 


In his questions, J. A. Gleason, rep- 


resenting the commonwealth, sought 
to prove that two women of DuBois 
•were Murphy's accomplices in 
the 


crime. 


Judge Bell stated that there was 


nothing 
in the case calling for 


leniency. In view of his family the 
court sentenced Murphy to pay $1 
and costs and undergo imprisonment 
in the Western penitentiary for a 
period of not more than three years 
and not less than two years and six 
months. 


Mike Alexandrovitch, charged with 


Stealing pigeons from a DuBois priest. 
The boy is said to have stolen a score 
or more pigeons. The prisoner said 
his boarding house boss took two of 
the birds and agreed to say nothing 
about the matter. 
The boarding 


boss is under bail on the charge of 
receiving stolen goods. 
The boy 


plead guilty. 


Mike was remanded to jail, more as 


a witness to be used in the prosecu- 
tion of his boarding house boss than 
as a convict. 
The boy is not very 


bright. 


The case against William Hoover, 


charged with enticing Lizzie Brink 
from her home near Troutville to a 
shanty on the mountains near Curry 
Hun closed at noon with the state-

ITALIANS ON PENNSY 


11,000 Employed in Various Positions 


en Eastern Lines. 


There are 11,000 Italians employed 


on the Pennsylvania railroad. Twenty 
years ago there were but very few 
There are in all about 140,000 em- 
ployes on the Pennsylvania railroac 
east of Pittsburgh and Erie. Italians 
form more than one-fourteenth of the 
total number. 


Italy is represented in practically 


every department of the railroad, ant 
each day these men are making their 
impression. Twenty years ago all of 
the Italians employed by the company 
were laborers. Today many of them 
hold positions of trust and responsi- 
bility, due possibly to a great extent 
to their learning the English language 
There are at the present time on the 
lines east of Pittsburgh seventy-five 
Italian track foremen—a position of 
much importance in this day of heavy 
trains and many of them; there are 
187 Italian assistant foremen, while 
many others are making rapid ad- 
vancement in the machine shops as 
gang leaders and machinists. Promo- 
tion is always open to the man who 
works hard and improves himself.

She pleaded piilty and 
said the court would not understand if 
she told her reasons for the shooting. 


"I have no case," she said.

Eaet End He Cannot Change Course.

"Furi**"— Say* H* Will Probe Forci- 
ble Feeding. 


London, June 21.—Although for th« 


first time Premier Aaquith received a 
deputation urging "votes for women." 
be flatly refused to accede to their de- 
mands that he Introduce a suffrage 
bill In parliament 


The premier received six east end 


working women at his official resi- 
dence in Downing street, while outside 
a great crowd booed and cheered 
them. George Lansbury, M. P., ac- 
companied the women, but Sylvia 
Pankhurst, whose demand on the steps 
of the house of common* Thursday 
forced the concession, did not attend 
the conference. 
' 


Aaquith listened carefully and pa- 


tiently while tbe women argued that 
woman suffrage would solve England's 
present distressing economic condition. 
At the end of their statements, he aald 
that be did not agree with their views 
and eould -not change-the determina- 
tion of the government not to intro- 
duce the suffrage bill "at this time." 


Deputation 'I* Welcomed. 


The premier welcomed the members 


of the deputation as representatives of 
"an association which dissociated it- 
self ; from, the criminal methods of 
those who have done so much damage 
and put back the cause of woman." 


Mr. Asquith argued that if every wo- 


man'overt twenty-one years of age non- 
sensed the vote they would still find 
legislative problems regarding women 
exceedingly difficult of solution in tbe 
same way as the men had found them. 
He agreed with the deputation that if 
the franchise were given to women it 
should be granted on the same terms 
as it was given to men. 


Tbe premier explained that while It 


had become necessary to suppress the 
organized violence of tbe militant suf- 
fragettes, tbe government had no de- 
sire to Interfere with free speech or 
the proper organization of opinion. 


Asqnlth promised the east end wo- 


men, however, tfiat be would confer 
with Home Secretary McKenna on a 
request they made that Sylvia Pank- 
hurst and Mrs. Walker be uncondition- 
ally released. He also promised care- 
ful consideration of claims by tbe wo- 
men that forcible feeding was brutally 
practiced.
